To the Inhabitants of the Town of Marlow in the County 
of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in said 
Marlow on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next, -at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing vear and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To raise or appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


4. To see if the Town will apply for Class Five money 
known as T.R.A. and raise the sum of money as required by, 
the State. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the repair of highways and bridges. 


6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for Town Library. 


7. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary for the observance of Memorial day. 


8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the observance of Old Home day. 


9. To see if. the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. 
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10. To authorize the tax collector to give two per cent 
eash discount on all property taxes and personal taxes for 
payment made on or before July 31st., of year due. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to improve Town cemeteries. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $28.00 for the Monadnock Region Association. 


13. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town through 
Tax ecollector’s deeds. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new truck 
and appropriate money for the same. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a new 
snow plow and appropriate money for the same. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to have a tramp house 
and appropriate money for the same. 


17. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to those items in the Town budget not covered in the preceding 
artieles. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an Audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accounting and to make an appropriation to cover 
the eost of such audit. 


19. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
publish all delinquent dog taxes in the Town report. 


20. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen and 
Road Agent to itemize all expenditures showing on what 
roads the money was spent and in what amounts. 


21. To see if the voters will vote to have the real estate 
appraisals published in the Town report.

Comparative statements of appropriations and expendi- 
tures, estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1946, are presented in Exhibits C and D. As 
indicated by the budget summary (Exhibit D) a net un- 
expended balance of appropriations of $2,793.61, less a net 
revenue deficit of $56.92, resulted in a net budget surplus of 
$2,736.69. 

Summary of Receipts & Expenditures: (Exhibit E) 

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1946, made up in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts is included in Exhibit E.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The accounts and records of all town officials charged 

with the custody, receipt and disbursement of publie funds 


were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
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as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked by 
source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and expendi- 
tures verified. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of December 
31, 1946, and August 31, 1947, is indicated in Exhibits F and O, 
respectively. 
TAX ACCOUNTS 

The tax warrant accounts of Collector Cooper for the levies 
of 1946 and prior years were audited. Summaries of these 
accounts as of December 31, 1946, are included in Exhibits G, 


H, J, J. K, and as of August 31, 1947, in Exhibits P, Q, R 
and S. 


Examination of the tax sales accounts was likewise made. 
A summary showing the activity in the tax sales accounts for 
the fiseal vear ended December 31, 1946, is presented in 
Exhibit L, and for the period from January Ist to August 31st, 
1947 mn Mxhipite V, 


A summarized statement of the special poll tax account 
for the levies of 1944 and 1945, as of August 31, 1947, is con- 
tained in Exhibit U. 


TOWN CLERK 


The financial accounts and records of the Town Clerk 
were examined and audited. All funds received by the Clerk 
on account of the issuance of motor vehicle permits and dog 
licenses were properly accounted for through remittances to 
the Treasurer, fees retained or cash on hand. Summaries of 
these accounts appear in Exhibits M and V. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The trust fund accounts were examined and the total 
amount of principal and unexpended income, as of December 
31, 1946, was verified as being on deposit in the Cheshire 
County Savings Bank and the Keene Savings Bank. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Table II, titled ‘‘Statement of Indebtedness, Valuation 
and Taxes,’’ presents a comprehensive summary of the fi- 
nancial condition of the Town of Marlow during the last 
ten years and the changes which have taken place during 
this period. 
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It will be noted that a Net Debt of $2,681.62 at the begin- 
ning of this period had been converted into a Surplus of 
$4,157.21 ten years later. There have been no outstanding 
notes since 1943. 

The total assessed valuation of the town decreased by 
about $6,000.00 between the years 1937 and 1946. This de- 
crease in valuation and an increase of over $2,000.00 in the 
amount of taxes assessed resulted in an increase in the tax 
rate of $1.00 per hundred during a like period. The town 
tax rate of Marlow has been consistently higher than the aver- 
age tax rate for the state as is evidenced by the following:

The tax collector is to be commended for the excellence 
of his records as well as the report which he submits annually 
to the town.

The accounts of all officials of the town which we ex- 
amined were found in good condition and the accounting 
procedure, with minor exceptions, conformed to the uniform 
methods prescribed by this Division. |

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow. 


[ herewith submit my third annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools. 


A number of very important changes have taken place 
during the past year which should do much to improve the 
educational opportunities of our New Hampshire children. 
The legislature passed several major acts which are destined 
to change the course of education in the state. The coopera- 
tive school district act makes it possible for local school dis- 
tricts, through local initiative, to join together to establish 
more effective school units. At the present time there are ten 
or twelve areas throughout the state studying the advantages 
of forming as many cooperative school districts. Most of the 
communitly areas are in urgent need of new buildings. Com- 
munities within easy commuting distances may construct one 
building that will take care of the needs of all the districts. 
The result will be a school large enough to offer more for 
boys and girls who attend it. It will be large enough to 
assure adequate training in all the fundamentals and at the 
same time provide opportunity for specialized work in art, 
music, practical arts, and recreation. I+ will be large enough 
to attract and hold well-trained teachers and personnel. 


Another act granted school districts temporary emer- 
veney exemptions from certain provisions of the Municipal 
Bond Statute. The previous law limited school districts to 
bonded indebtedness not exceeding two per cent of assessed 
valuation of taxable property in the district. The new act 
allows five per cent in any instance and up to eight per cent 
if a strong case can be made to a board of investigation and 
the governor and council. The original bonding act was passed 
many vears ago when construction costs were relatively low 
and when $5,000 would buy considerable school housing. Two 
per cent of an assessed valuation of a quarter of a million 
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dollars would amount to only $5,000, which would not go far 
toward a new building today. Under the old law there were 
only a few of the larger cities that would have been able to 
build any kind of a school house at present prices, due to the 
two per cent hmitation. The new act with its special pro- 
vision will make it possible for practically any community in 
the state to raise enough money to build a school house even 
under today’ s high prices. 


The act which means the most to us directa is ne So- 
called equalization act which is an act to equalize educational 
opportunities, and to improve. the public elementary and high 
schools in, New Hampshire.. This act, which increases state 
financial aid, to. local school districts approximately 400 per. 
cent, is. really. an amendment to the old state aid act which was 
based entirely on, the needs of the various school districts. 


*The. new plar-is based on the.town’s ability to pay and 
set wpa required minimum -program which all towns must 
equal -before being eligible for any state aid. Another feature 
of this:revised aet is that of general aid to all, districts based 
on a-set amount for every elementary and secondary pupil in 
average daily membership during the preceding year. This 
new:state aid. bill has enabled us to offer more to your children 
without»asking for: a:greatly-inereased amount of taxation. 


Last June the State Board of Education set up a mini- 
mum salary- schedule. The’ increased amount of state aid 
enabled’ us'to bring our salaries into line with the regulation 
without! ‘asking for more money. 


School costs, in line with. everything else, continue to 
rise. ‘We have tried to keep our demands to a reasonable limit 
but: certain items will have to be increased in spite of careful 
planning. , Ts pane 


We have aye fortunate in having the same two teachers 
continue this, year, It is much better for the. pupils and for 
the school. when teachers can be retained for long periods 
of. time. We hope,, that. you parents. will strive to make the 
‘teachers. feel that. they are wanted as much as the school | 
district officials know, that they are needed and wanted. The 
teachers. have given a great deal of. their time this year in 
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developing some of the special talents of'the pupils. Progress 
in the school is better than it has been for several years*and 
the attitude is noticeably improved. Pupils leaving the eighth 
grade and going on to high school make better than average 
records when compared to those of children in the same high 
school who. received their preparation im: other towns?+ 

Our transportation route had to:be lengthened somewhat 
this year to take care of pupils: living~beyond:the “limits of 
the route ‘as*it»existed last -year... We .will always have a 
problem of transporting a few pupils who-live im: the. outlying 
districts off the’ mam road.» About the only.selution at the 
present time is to treat each of these cases.:mdividually and 
make satisfactory arrangements that will at’the:same time 
not be too great: a burden upon the: taxpayers. ::* 

We have been able to replace many ofthe old, out-dated 
and worn-out books with modern up-te-date-material that has 
proven more interesting to the pupils, and has enabled them 
to find a greater interest in their education. 

The window shades have. been. 50 per. cent. ee this 
year, and it is hoped to replace.the other. half before summer. 
A new section of chalk board has been. installed. in the primary 
room and a similar. section is-on order..to .be erected in the 
erammar room in place of.the old blackboard that.is.now at the 
front of the room. This year we were able. to. purchase large 
rubber playground balls for the first time since before, the 
war. We also have erected basketball goals’ “anid posts on 
the land above the school house which‘ is owned by ‘the town 
This prov ides play opportunity for the’ ‘older pupils. 

We are still without satisfactory, water ‘arrangements for 
the school. We have_ had. considerable discussion | on. this 
matter during the last two years. It now ‘Seems: that the. best 
solution to the problem would be to ‘sink an. artesian -well at 
the rear of the school house and thereby be assured of a con- 
stant supply of pure water for the children. There is a special 
article in the warrant under: which vou will have -the’ oppor- 
tunity of providing the means whereby the school board*can 
go ahead with this project.-Theré is already a sum of $300 
voted two years ago and a relatively small sum added to this 
amount will enable them to go ahead with this vital project.
